LTHOUGH dismissed with 

the usual double perforation 

listing in the Standard Cata- 
logue, the Centenary commemoratives 
for the state of Victoria, Australia, 
provide some interesting varieties for 
those collectors who find pleasure in 
the study of paper, perforations and 
printing—not to mention the possi- 
bilities of research into the aboriginal 
life of the continent. 





This issue is particularly interest- 
ing because it was produced through 
an entirely new method of printing. 
It was recess printed on dry paper 
with quick drying ink. It has been 
the requirement in recess printing to 
dampen the paper and the use of 
ready gummed sheets was, therefore, 
impossible. A new rotary banknote 
press recently installed at Melbourne 
has overcome this difficulty and the 
ordinary watermarked and gummed 
paper is utilized. 

The 10% perforation used for the 
early runs proved unsatisfactory for 
the tough paper so the gauge was 
changed to 11% and a softer paper 
substituted. These changes have pro- 
duced varieties of interest and the 
first is quite likely to be scarce in fine 
used condition. Many thousands of 
stamps from the first run were dam- 





aged while being torn from sheets. 
the combination large perforation and 
hard paper making separation diff. 
cult.

|a diagonal line joining the tip of the 
ball at the upper left corner of the 
frame with the frame proper. How- 
ever, this seems to be a figment of the 
imagination or, perhaps it does exist 
on a proof, as a study of hundreds of 
these stamps has failed to reveal one 
copy showing this mark as illustrated. 

If this is true, what can be used as 
a method to distinguish the Conti- 
nental from the National printing? 
The answer is that there are two 
ways. First, by shade which, in the 
National printings is invariably a 
light or reddish brown as opposed to 
the real brown or dark browns of 
the Continental printings. And sec- 
ondly we have the secret mark which 
really does exist. 

This secret mark may not have 
been planned as such but a close study 
of these stamps reveals that in this 
same upper left ball a variation be- 
tween the two printings may be seen. 
Not, however, in the shape of a diag- 
onal line as illustrated in the cata- 
logue. On the continental printings 
it will be found that where the ball 
joins the stem on the lower side a 
distinct, continuous point of color ex- 
ists. On the other hand, National 
printings invariably show a slight 
break in the same place so that the 
line of the ball and the line of the 
stem do not come together to form a 
point.

The return trip ot the China Clip- 
per from the Philippines is scheduled 
to start on December 2. As yet in- 
formation is incomplete as to what 
overprinting will be on the Philippine 
stamps to be affixed by the Postmaster 
at Manila for the return flight covers. 
As first announced, a cable from 
Manila listed the 10 and 30 centavo 
as well as the one peso stamps of the 
February 15 new issue, as the stamps 
to be overprinted and used on the cov- 
ers prepared by that postmaster.

Referring to an editorial in a re- 
cent issue of this paper, Mr. Harry 
G. Horton of Afton, New York, 
quotes from “ A Brief Account of the 
Philatelic Life of His Majesty King 
George the Fifth” which was pub- 
lished recently and the published 
statement is by Fred J. Melville.

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
Palestine On The Stamps 
Harry M. Savacool 
CHAPTER V1 


ALESTINE would normally have more reason 
P than any other country to issue stamps of religious 
significance. Sacred to three great religions, Judaism, 
Christianity, and Mohammedanism, there would be a 
wealth of appropriate subjects. However, circum- 
stances have conspired to prevent any large number of 
such stamp issues. Palestine was under Turkish rule 
until 1918 and with Mohammedan rulers and a large 
majority of Mohammedan population there was little 
chance for Christian or Jewish shrines being honored 
except when they were also Mohammedan sacred 
places. Then the Turk was not artistic by tempera- 
ment and he was hardly likely to see in the postage 
stamp an opportunity for artistic expression, even in 
the field of his own religion. 

We would hardly expect the British government to 
do much better. Why should they in Palestine when 
none of the great English churches or saints have found 
a place on English stamps? Strange to relate they have 
followed a different policy in Palestine. Perhaps it 
was because they felt the sacred dignity conferred upon 
them in being the deliverers of the Holy Land from 
the Turks. It may be that the humble and reverent 
attitude of Gen. Allenby as he entered the conquered 
Jerusalem on foot impressed upon the English govern- 
ment the sacredness of their new responsibility. But, 
however it may have been, after the first period of 
reorganization during which hastily prepared and far 
from artistic stamps were used, in 1927 the Palestine 
government issued four different religious designs on 
their stamps. A 2m in blue and a 3m in yellow green 
(No. 63, 64) bore a picture of Rachel’s Tomb. A 4m 
in rose red, 6m in deep green, 8m in yellow brown, and 
13m in ultramarine (No. 65, 67, 69, 71) bore a picture 
of the Mosque of Omar. A 5m in brown orange, 7m 
in deep red, and 20m in olive green (No. 66, 68, 72) 
bore a picture of the Citadel of Jerusalem. A 50m 
in violet brown, 90m in bistre, 100m in bright blue, 
and 200m in dark violet (No. 73-76) bore a view of 
the Sea of Galilee with a village and mosque minaret 
in the foreground. In 1932 the design of the Mosque 
of Omar was used for a +m in violet brown, and 8m 
in orange red, a 13m in olive bistre, and a 15m in 
ultramarine (No. 77, 79-81) and the Citadel of 
Jerusalem design for a 7m in dark violet (No. 78). 
It is easy to see in the choice of designs the British 
political wisdom in showing absolute impartiality a- 
mong the Jewish, Christian and Mohammedan faiths. 

Many of the religious sites shown to tourists in 
Palestine are not authentic. The Palestine government 
showed good judgment in selecting Rachel’s Tomb as 
a stamp design. The authenticity of this site has never 
been seriously questioned. Rachel was the favorite 
wife of the Patriarch Jacob and was the mother of 
Joseph and Benjamin. The beautiful story of Jacob’s 
winning of Rachel may be read in the 29th chapter 
of Genesis. Rachel died at the birth of Benjamin and

her burial is recorded in Gen. 35 : 19, 20 “And Rachel | 


died, and was buried in the way to Ephrath, which js 
Bethlehem. And Jacob set a pillar upon her grave: 
that is the pillar of Rachel’s grave unto this day,” 


That this spot is an ancient landmark is shown by | 
Samuel using it as a place of appointment in the time | 
of Saul, over 1000 years before Christ, ‘““When thoy | 


art departed from me today, then thou shalt find two f 


men by Rachel’s sepulchre in the border of Benjamin 
at Zelzah.” (I Sam. 10:2). While the site is of 
great antiquity the present structure shown on the 
stamps is relatively modern. The location is between 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem about two miles south of 
the former city. 

‘The Mosque of Omar is « Mlohammedan structure 
completed in 691 A. D. It is one of the beautiful 
buildings of the world. Dr. Fosdick calls it the most 
worshipful building in all Jerusalem. It is noted for 
its beautiful mosaics and gorgeous stained glass win- 


dows. However, its principal interest for us lies in the | 
fact that it is an authentic site of many Biblical events. | 


When the Mosque was built the ‘Dome of the Rock” 
was left uncovered and surrounded with a balustrade. 
This is the rock which was Araunah’s threshing-floor 
and which David purchased to use as a place of sacrifice 
(II Sam. 24+ : 18-25). A little later it was the site of 
the Altar of Burnt Offering in Solomon’s Temple. 
There is a sacred cave under the rock and there may 
still be seen in the rock the channels cut to lead the 
blood of the sacrifical offerings into the cave beneath. 
It was in the Temple of Herod and undoubtedly Jesus 
stood near it many times. When the Roman Emperor 
Hadrian destroyed Jerusalem in 134 A. D. he built a 
pagan temple on this sacred spot. When the Moslems 
took Jerusalem they found the sacred rock covered 
with trash thrown there by the Christians to spite the 
Jews. They cleared the spot and gave it the dignity

of their second most Holy Place, and built the beauti- | 


ful Mosque. In 1099 the Crusaders relate that “In 
Solomon’s Porch and in the temple (they mistook the 
Mosque for the Jewish Temple) our men rode in the 
vile blood of the Saracens up to the knees of their 
horses.”” The Turkish government honored the spot on 
the basis of its sacredness to Mohammedans with a 
60pa on 10pa green (No. 585) in 1919. When you 
add these stamps to your collection let your fancy range 
over the events enacted on this spot. Our stamp col- 
lection is the next best to actually visiting these sacred 
places. 





The “Citadel of Jerusalem” seen on the stamps is | 


also known as the Tower of David. Of course the 


present walls and tower shown on the stamps are not } 


the ones built by David. The Mohammedans claim 


that David wrote the Psalms in one of the rooms but } 


the city has been destroyed many times since David and 
this part of the city was no exception. It is very 
probable, however, that the present building is on the 


site of the ancient Citadel of Jerusalem, where David | 
had his tower. This point was naturally so strong that | 


it could be held by a small force against an army. It 
was their trust in its great strength that prompted the 
Jebusites to reply to David when he demanded the 
surrender of this strong place with the insulting words, 
“Except thou take away the blind and the lame, thou

CANADIAN REVIVAL 


The new trade pact with Canada 
should renew interest in Canadian 
precancels in this country because 
Canadian collectors shall now be able 
to get American Philatelic magazines 
without paying exorbitant duty on the 
papers. I had several Canadian cor- 
respondents at the time I took up the 
task of pounding out notes about pre- 
cancels for LINNS, but soon after- 
wards the reciprocal trade relations 
developed between U. S. and Canada 
and the duty on all magazines was 
prohibitive. As soon as the subscrip- 
tions for their papers expired most of 
the collectors did not renew so it 
was not long till a pretty fair barrier 
fell between Canadian and U. S. col- 
lectors.
